We, tbe Joint Committee on tbe Boundaries and 
the State of the Church beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report : 

The memorial from Missionary District N’o. 1, and 
referred to your Committee, was read, and we submit 
the following, in our judgment, to be the best interest 
of the Church : 

We recommend that the preamble be adopted by 
this Conference. 

Section 1. Wheeeas, We are convinced that an 
efficient itinerant system, as contemplated and -pro- 
vided for in our Constitution and Book of Discipline, 
is of vital importance to our Church ; and, whereas, 
the fourth and fifth articles of the by-laws of the Geor- 
gia District Annual Conference, are, to our minds, rules 
that have and will continue to impair an efficient itin- 
erant operation contrary to the letter and spirit of the 
law of the Church. 

On motion, the Conference adopted this first section 
of the report, and the fourth and fifth by-laws were 
repealed. 

Sec. 2. We also recommend that the eleventh article 
of our by-laws be repealed. 

On motion, the second section was adopted and the 
eleventh article of our by-laws was repealed. 

Sec. 3. We also recommend that the minister who 
knowingly rebaptises openly violates the Discipline of 
our Church.

Sec. 4. We also recommend that the supernumerary 
list shall be composed of itinerant ministers only, 
who are willing to work in any part of the district, on 
the call of the President. 

On motion, the fourth section was adopted. 
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Sec. 5. We also recommend that no minister be 
placed on the superannuated list unless he has been 
an ITINERANT ELDER fourteen years. 

On motion, the fifth section was adopted. 

Sec. 6. We also recommend that ministers, to be left 
in the hands of the President, must be editors, profes- 
sors in schools, colleges, and Sabbath-school agents. 

On motion, the sixth section was adopted. 

Sec. 7. We also recommend that no minister be al- 
lowed the relation of a missionary who is not willing 
to do the work enjoined in the fourth section of the 
eleventh article of the Constitution. 

On motion, the seventh section was adopted. 

Sec. 8. We also recommend that the relations of su- 
pernumerary, superannuated, professors in schools, 
Sabbath-school agents, do not entitle the minister so 
designated to a delegate or sufirage in the Conference. 

On motion, the eighth section was adopted. 

Sec. 9. We also recommend that the course of study 
enjoined by the Discipline, be insisted upon before a 
candidate shall be passed to the orders of the ministry. 

On motion, the ninth section was adopted. 

Sec. 10. We also recommend that a Methodist Prot- 
estant newspaper be established in the Georgia District. 

On motion, the tenth section was adopted.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



Article 1. This Association shall be known as the 
Missionary Society of the Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Protestant Church, of the Georgia District. 

Article 2. The object of this Association shall be 
to raise funds for the support of missionaries to travek 
in the bounds of said district. 

Article 3. Any person contributing one dollar shall 
be a member of this Society, so long as they may con- 
tribute that amount annually. 

Article 4. The officers of said Society shall be a 
President, Secretary and Treasurer, who shall be elected 
annually by the Society. 

Article 5. This Society shall meet annually at the 
time and place of holding the Annual Conference. The 
members of the Conference shall transact the business 
of the Association. 

Article 6. Every minister shall present the object 
of this Association whenever practicable, and solicit 
contributions to carry out its object, and pay over the 
same to the treasurer. 

Article 7. The funds contributed shall be employed 
in compensating such missionaries and preachers as 
shall be employed by the Society, or its authorities. 

Article 8. The selection and appointment of mis- 
sionaries for the Association shall be made by the 
Executive Committee. 

Article 9. There shall be an Executive Committee 
consisting of six members — three ministers and three 
laymen — appointed by the Association, one of whom 
shall be president for the time being, whose duty it 
shall'be to employ missionaries to travel in the bounds 
of the district, and to define their duties, and fix their 
compensation, and to pay over to them the same out 
of the moneys that may be in the treasury, and draw 
on the treasurer for the same, and report to the Asso- 
ciation annually all their acts and doings. 

Article 10. The President and Secretary of the 
. Conference shall, by virtue of their offices, be Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Association. 
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BV-LAWS of the GEORGIA DISTRICT. 



I. No member shall take a seat as a member of the 
Conference until he has traveled under its authority, 
or the direction of the President, a sufficient time for 
a lay delegate to be constitutionally elected to take a 
seat with him : Promded^ a lay delegate shall have 
been elected. 

II. No layman shall be entitled to a seat in the An- 
nual Conference, without proper credentials or satis- 
factory evidence of his election ; and, where alternates 
are elected, the certificates shall express it. 

III. The lay delegates to the Annual Conference 
shall be elected by the constitutional voters of the cir- 
cuits and stations, in the folowing manner : 

1. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to notify 
the , Societies, at his first appointment after the third 
quarterly meeting, that at his next appointment the 
election of delegates to the Annual Conference will 
take place in each Society. 

2. The Superintendent and Class Leader shall super- 
intend the election, but, in case of the absence of the 
Superintendent or Class Leader, or both, the Society 
shall appoint some person or persons to superintend 
the election in each Society, by receiving the tickets of 
all the voters, who shall then count, seal up, and trans- 
mit a full list of all the names of the voters, and the 
number of votes given to each person voted for, by 
some one appointed by the Society, to the next Quar- 
terly Conference, to be opened in the presence of the 
Conference, counted over by the Chairmaij and Secre- 
tary, assisted by two laymen, and the individual or 
individuals having the highest number of votes shall 
be declared duly elected, and be furnished with certifi- 
cates accordingly. In case of a tie, the members of 
the Quarterly Conference shall decide the election by 
a m^ority of votes. 

iV. It shall be the duty of ministers and preachers 
to read, or cause to be read, the historical preface, the 
second, tenth and fourteenth articles of the Constitu- 
2 
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tion of tile Methodist Protestant Church, once a quar- 
ter, in all onr churches. 

y . The Conference will not receive into membership, 
or elect to orders, any preacher or minister who dis- 
sents from any of the fundamental doctrines or ordi- 
nances of our church, as set forth in our Articles of 
Religion. 

Yl. The second article of the Constitution and the 
last clause of the first section of the .detail Discipline, 
should be understood as to apply to the seekers of 
religion only, and that each church may admit to full 
membership persons applying on their profession _^of 
faith in Christ, and a knowledge of their sins forgiven. 

yil.' The President has no power, during recess of 
the Conference, to appoint any minister or preacher to 
a circuit or station, without consulting said circuit or 
station, or its a^uthorities, unless the delegates from 
said circuit or station consent thereto, when the report 
of the Standing Committee may be adopted by the 
Conference. 

yill. It shall require a majority of all votes, of all 
the members present, to constitute an election in the 
Conference. 

IX. When practicable, the ordination of our minis- 
ters shall take place on Sabbath, during the session of 
Conference. 

X. In case of the death of any of our ministers in 
the interval of Conference, it shall be the duty of the 
President, at the next session, to appoint some brother 
to preach a funeral discourse, as a tribute of respect to 
the deceased, at some hour during the sitting of Con- 
ference. 

XI. Each church shall elect and send up a delegate 
to the Quarterly Conference, or so soon thereafter as 
’ practicable, whose duty, when assembled, it shall be 

to apportion the preachers’ salary among the churches, 
in proportion to their numbers and their ability to pay, 
and that each church appoint a Steward to collect the 
same. Should the peculiarity of the circuit render any 
other plan more efficient to carry out the object con- 
templated, the churches should pursue the course 
which to them may seem best. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 



I. The Conference shall be opened by the President, 
or in his absence, the Secretary, by reading a portion 
of the Scriptures and prayer, and adjourn by singing 
and prayer. 

II. The roll shall be called, and when a quorum is 
present, the journal of the preceding day shall be read, 
when any member may call for a reconsideration of 
any portion of minutes of the preceding day. 

III. When any member is disposed to speak, he 
shall rise from his seat and respectfully address the 
President. 

IV. When two or more members rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the person entitled to 
proceed. 

Y. All questions shall be distinctly and audibly put 
in this form by the President : All who are in favor of 
the motion say aye, those of the contrary opinion, 
nay ; and every member of the body shall vote on all 
questions of business relating to the Conference, unless 
excused. 

VI. No member shall be permitted to speak more 
than once, until all who wish shall have spoken ; and 
no member shall speak more than fifteen minutes at 
each time, without the consent of the Conference. 

yil. The motion shall be reduced to writing, if re- 
quired by the President or any member. 

y III. All motions made and seconded shall be stated 
by the President, or, if in writing, shall be read, audi- 
bly, by the Secretary, before debated ; and when any 
question is under debate, no motion shall be admitted, 
unless to amend, commit, adjourn, or for the previous 
question : Provided^ a standing committee shall be in 
order to report at any time. 

IX. The last motion, most distant time, and largest 
sum, shall be first in order, but a motion to adjourn 
shall always be in order without debate. 

X. Should any member differ from the President on 
a rule of order, the question shall be submitted to the 
Conference. 
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XI. No member shall withdraw during business 
hours, without leave from the President. 

XII. The President shall, at all times, see that good 
order is preserved. 

XIII. The proceedings of the Conference shall be 
recorded in a fair hand by the Secretary, and signed 
by the President. ' 

XIV. The Secretary shall take charge of all the 
books, journals, records and proceedings of the Con- 
ference, and carry or transmit the same to the Confer- 
ence at its next session. .
